Into Kennedy Killing

WASHINGTON, NoV. 22 — A 
Senior member of the Warren* 
commission staff called on con- 
gress today to reopen the in- 
quiry into President Kennedy’s 
death because of new questions t 
posed by findings of United 
States involvement in assas- 
sination plots against foreign 
leaders.

request is that I believe If ifbuld 
greatly contribute toward a 
rebirth of confidence and trust 
in government,” Mr. BeHn said 
in a statement issued on the 
12th anniversary of President 
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Kennedy’s assassination in 
Dallas. 

The Warren Commission con- 
cluded that Oswald had acted 
alone. 

But Mr. Belin declined to rule 
out that a new inquiry might 
discover a conspiracy. 

"The Central Intelligence 
Agency, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and Robert Ken- 
nedy in his capacity as Attor-] 
ney General of the United 
States," he said, "failed to 
disclose to the Warren Com- 
mission evidence concerning 
plots to assassinate Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro.” 

Mr. Belin found this "inex- 
cusable." He also chastised the 
F.B.I. for withholding a letter 
Oswald wrote shortly before 
the assassination threatening 
to blow up a Dallas police sta- 
tion.

Mr. Belin had steadfastly 
•upported the Warren Commis- 
sion’s findings. However, it was 
while serving on the Rockefel- 
ler Commission staff that he 
learned of the extensive Gov- 
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lemment plots to kill Mr. Cas- 
tro. 

He suggested that a Congres- 
sional investigation examine 
"whether or not there is any 
credible evidence of a foreign 
conspiracy.” 

"The Warren Commission 
found none," he said, "but the 
Warren Commission did not 
have any information concern- 
ing the C.I.A. assassination 
plots." 

Senators Richard S. Schweic- 
ker, Republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Gary Hart, Demo- 
crat of Colorado, are conduct- 
ing aninvestigation into wheth- 
er the Senate Select Commit- 


tee on Intelligence should 
formally ask Congress to re 
open the Kennedy assasination 
case. 

Both are members of the se- 
lect committee that issued a 
347-page report Thurday that 
found that United States offi- 
cials had "instigated "plots to 
kill two foreign leaders and 
had known about or supported 
the overthrow of three others 
that had resulted in their 
deaths. The report found no 
evidence that the C.I.A. had 
carried out any assassinations. 

The report found that on the 
day Mr. Kennedy was killed 
the C.I.A. was equipping an op- 
erative, code-named Am/Lash, 

■ ‘ with a poison pen device to 
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Allen W. Dulles, former Di- 
rector of Centra Intelligence, 
knew of the early stages of the 
plotting, according to the re- 
port, but apparently never ad- 
vised the Warren Commission 
of it even though he was a 
member: 

Mr. Belin believes that the 
bulk of the criticism of the 
commission • is unfounded. 
Moreover, he said, "many of 
the most extreme and vocal cri- 
tics have deliberately misrepre- 
sented the over-all record of 
evidence before the Warren 
Commission." As a result, he 
said, the public has been mis- 
led. 

He said he believes a new 


inquiry could restore -confi- 
dence in the original commis- 
sion findings and thus restore 
confidence in United States 
leadership as an institution. 

He said that he had instl-, 
tuted a freedom of information! 
request for the government J 
agencies to release all informa- 
tion in their possession pertain- 
ing to the assassination, includ- 
ing autopsy photographs and 
X-rays. He believes this evi- 
dence would immediately lay to 
rest questions about whether 
one or two gunmen fired at the 
President. 

Wha t has made many 
in Congress anxious about the 
pressure to reopen the inquiry 
s that with the passage of 12 
years, the loss of records, mem- 
ories and the death of several 
principals, it may be impossible 
to establish any new informa- 
tion. 


Students Lay Wreath 

DALLAS, Nov. 22 (UPI)—
